Fi\>m Kentucky Statutes. 
Ant 1S77. Cigarettes. - Furnish 
to a person under eighteen years of 
agr. It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son to sell or furnish to any person 
under the age u< Hghteen years any 
clgaretUi or cigirette material, or o 
give, sell or barter the sime to any 
perron wlusmaoever, with the knowl- 
edge that tbe aims is to be given or 
sold or buttered to any auch child, or 
to persuade, advise, counsel or com- 
pel any child under add age to smoke 
the same. Any person who vloUtea 
the provisions of this section shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and up- 
on conviction therefor, shall be fined 
not less than five and more than twen 
ty five dollars, or Imprisonment In 
the county Jail not exceeding thirty 
days or both so

Sal ammoniac Is a compound of am- 
monia aud muriatic or hydrochloric 
acid.

('mm figures published by the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian Colonial society It ap- 
pears that In 190.1 the remittances of 
Austrian* and Hungarians nettled la 
America amounted to tl.l.noo.uo'i, 
while the gross value of Austm lltiq- 
garlan exports to America in the same 
yeat' amoanted to only $9,000,000. It 
thus falls out that the |>oorly paid 
workers of continental Rurope yield 
a far greater profit lo their former 
home countries after emigrating to 
the I 'lilted Stales than If they had 
never emigrated. 

It Is, moreover, true, n* ihe Trib- 
une points out, thai a considerable 
percentage of our Immigrants remain 
in this country only long enough to 
accumulate aavings that will enable 
th> in to go back and spend the re- 
mainder of tlvelr lives In the moU"r 
land. All told, the money remitter) 
abroad und the money carried abroad 
by returning wage earners must | 
amount to a rather formidable sum 
each year. 

This sum mnst then be added to the 
already great bulk of our foreign fixed 
charges, such as payments to foreign 
steamship companies for carrying 
American paaaeagera and freights, es- 
timated at $200,000,000 a year, the In 
up rest and dividends on foreign invest- 
ments In the Cnltrd States, and the 
sums spent abruad by American tour- 
ists. When all these Items of outgo 
are footed up they reach a i«.tal so 
great as to seriously affect the qnes 
tion of national debits and credits 
They demonstrate the absolute neces- 
sity of protection trade balances aver- 
aging l&OO.OOO.OOO a year, represent 
tng our excess of exports over import*. 

If we bought where we aold. as the 
free traders and "refornxm" mould 
have us do; If we 'entered upon the 
system of Increasing our foreign trade 
through the acceptance of larger tin 
ports In paytnrnt Utr ovir export* . If. 
for example, our $1.7S0.tKW.0n0 of sates 
abroad wen. canceled by ll.T.'.O.OOO.OOO 
of purchases abroad, how would we 
then meet our foreign fixed charges of 
at least S100.000.000 a year? We could 
tot meet tbem except by running Into 
lebt deeper and deeper through bond 
issues to cover annual deficits. 

As th* case now stands, our protec- 
tion trade balance Is ample to take 
care of our foreign ■■tsltttlll and leave 
something over with which lo buv 
back American securities held abroad. 
Instead of going deeper Into debt, as 
would Inevitably be the ease If we did 
net restrict competitive lini-oru hy a 
protective tariff, we ar- i-rndually pay- 
ing our debts owed abroad, while at 
the same time enormously increasing 
our wealth at home. 

The Tribune proposes no renn dy for 
the heavy outflow «rf American money 
In the form of remittances abroad hy 
wace earners of foreign birlh. Nor do 
ws know of any way to prevent for- 
eigners from coming here and earning 
big wages and sending them back to 
Europe, unless It be by restricting Im- 
migration or prohibiting it nllngether. 
In the present condition of ihe labor 
market, when three lobs nre looking 
for two men. that seined y does not 
seem feasible. 

Yes: there Is another remedy. Re- 
vise the tariff downward; approach a 
free trade basis; rednc* prices of com- 
modities; reduce wages, and the $100. 
000.000 of snnual r< mltlances ahmnd 
by American wage earner* will lapltl 
ly dwindle to one-nuarter of that sum, 
or less. The tide of Immigrant* seek 
ing work will also fall away. iUM thai, 
too, is a remedy which all tsrapttal 
free traders and -reformer"" will 
shrink from applying. So It would 
mctn that the American cow must 
ontlnue to give milk to all mankind. 
Fortunately, through protection to 
American labor and Induslry. the cow 
baa enough and to spare. 

It Is argued thst the country la so 
prospoiou* that it Is s bad time to 
put forward the lailff as an N-.uo in 
politics. There neoil be no trouble 
about that. Let a gene-. al tariff agi- 
tation be started and thai objection 
will not Isjt long.— Portland (Me) 
Rxpreas.

ALCOHOL AS A MEDICINE. 

it Is No Longer Held In High Rsgaru 
by Physicisns. 



It is not more than a generation aa<> 
that man ttaik his dally allowance ot 
brandy or whUky, not for the pleasure 
of the beverage alone, hut for the wel 
fare of bis innei man. Kvery enter 
prising employer dispensed a modi- 
cum of grog to his men. not for their 
health, but to Increase their efflclenc) 
Hut to-day a man who desires a high 
bail would hardly have the temerity 
to test anyone's credulity hy offering 
as au excuse that he indulged tor bis 
health or to promote his efficiency 
Certain notable literary productions 
have been created under the stimulat- 
ing Influence of John llarlvyrorn. but 
these were ihe works of genius, which 
must be left out of general consider 
ation. Kor the enforcement of the 
Idea thst slcohollc beverages do noi 
promote health, but lend to ialure II. 
we are lo some extent Indebted to tem- 
perance kocletles, but not so much lo 
them ss we are to life insurance com 
panies, which place a monetary' pre- 
mium on abstinence, and second, the 
t earning of medical men and physio- 
logists, says the New York Tribune. 

But while there Is *o longer any 
question thst alcohol Is purely a pol 
son when used ss a beverage hy 
healthy persona, many phyaialans con 
sldered It a drug of wide usefulness 
lu disease until a decade ago. Per- 
haps no statement of facts could Ire 
more for. «-f ul in showing the change 
tn medical opinion than a comparison 
Of the sums of money expended by the 
l^nidou hospital fur alcohol and milk 
Pxyrty years ago. according to Sir V!c 
lor Horsley, M. D.. the expenditure for 
alcohq) tn ihat hospital was about 
140 000 a year, snd the expeditura f... 
milk In the same period waa about 
116.000 At the present time the an 
nusl expenditure for alcohol la IIVOOO, 
and the milk aerosol exceeds 140.000. 
These figures represent nearly the 
change In medical opinion regsrdlng 
the relative value of milk and alcohol 
It was onlv a few years ago thai physt 
clans adviaed moderate quantities of 
whisky for those suffering from tuber 
culoels, but more rsreful study bss 
produced a change of sentiment that 
waa voiced by one of the speakers at 
the American International Cotigres* 
on Tuberculoeli. whose latest session 
was held In this city recently, when he 
said he considered alcohol a poison 
psrticalarly virulent to sufferers from 
this disease. 

Physiologists are fladaxxg by nu 
tnerou* experiments that, while ale 
bnl has a certain food value. Ibis Is 
mote than counterbalanced by its ef- 
fect as s polsot. The researches oo 
this subject go more and more to 
show thst there Is not an organ In ihe 
human body lhat escapes thia subtle 
poison, nor a function that Is not Im 
paired by Its use. The octogensrlsn 
who boasts lhat he has had bis dally 
loddy ha* reached his fullness of days 
not because of his habits, but In aftlfl 
of them. 

Whether alcohol as a drug has any 
value in disease Is seriously qnes 
Honed by msuy competent medical 
men Us decreasing use In hospital* 
and a* a ding In the hands of physi 
clans generally will doubtless have a 
certain influence on (he minds of peo- 
ple and upon their habits.

FEEDING THE DAIRY COW. 

To Secure Profit She Muat Have More 
Than Maintenance Ration. 



It should lie remembered that It re- 
quire nomelhlng more than a in. on 
tenunce ration to aocure a profit. The 
row look* out for herself first of all 
nnd a cold stable or exposure to cold 
winds or storm* lessens the amount 
of milk by increasing tbe demands of 
nature In keeping up animal brat. In 
other words the row which Is exposed 
lo severe cold, uaea up morn of tier 
food In fuel for her body lhau she 
would If kept In ft comfortable stable 
Hence the Importance of keeping the 
milch mw warm. 

flood clover hay I* excellent for 
thla piirpoae, while timothy la almost 
worthless. Corn stalks pusses* a valuo 
In this dlrertlnn often underestimated, 
dotal, bright stalks housed before they 
become weather beaten are about 
•■qual to clover hay, while tbe many 
I virtues of ullage It is needless to 
enumerate. 

Next to the alio as n mean* of se- 
curing heat reaulta with th" corn plant 
comes shredding or putting through 
an ordinary feed cutter dry.

There ia nothing improbable in God 
appearing in human form In the early 
ages of teaching spiritual things to 
men, any more than In his coming In 
the human form of Jesus Christ, and 
for the same reason, namely, to Im- 
press Indelibly and vividly upon the 
human race the reality of the presence 
and power and character of God. Tb<w 
are object leaaona teaching ft great 
truth. 

It liu* been u hard lesson to learn, 
and many even now have not learned 
It. that Cod Is a living power among 
the affairs of men, and participates In 
them, that the word Is true. "Are 
they not all ministering spirits sent 
forth to do service for the sake of 
them that shall Inherit salvation?" 
(lleb. 1:14), and that ha "maketb 
winds his messeagers. his ministers • 
flaming fire" tPsa. 104:4). 

Answer to Abraham's Prayer. 

Klrst — As In all true prayer, it waa 
by praying and the aaswer to prayer 
thut Abraham became a closer friend 
of God. became acqualnti-d with him. 
Thus we become acquainted with 
othera hy seeking the same end, coun- 
seling together, asking and receiving: 
aa ft sou with hli father. 

Second — It waa answered In the eg. 
cape of l/Ot. the one righteous man In 
tbe city. He escaped, but ki*l hla 
home, some of hla children, his flock 
and herds, and all bia property, lie 
escaped a poor, forlorn, seemingly 
broken down man. The poorest Invest- 
ment he ever maJe was In property 
In Sodom. He was an Illustration of 
the apostle's appeal In 1 Cor. .1:1115. 

IJaten to the angel's warning. 8tay 
not la all the plain. It ia not enough to 
go outside of the walla of .the Hodom 
of flagrant sets of sin, open crimes, 
and disreputable and degrading vines; 
but we must not stay In that region, 
hut keep as far away from sin aa 
possible, from thought* of aln. from 
secret sin. 

LI. ten to Chrlat a warning, remem 
ber Lot's wife Look not bsck. Mske 
no delsy In escaping from sin. I-et no 
regrets at the pleasures of sin stop 
your onward course to the place of ft 
holy life and heaven. 

She did not merely turn her head 
and look while hasilng away, but 
atnppcd behind, and the fiery atorm 
and eruption of liquid saline mud over 
took her. 

Third.— Abraham's' prayer wft* an- 
swered In the deettuctlon of Sodom, 
for thut was essential to the promotion 
of righteousness which Abraham had 
most al heart, and also essential to 
the best good of his nephew Lot. Ood 
often anawera the aoul ot our prayera 
while denying the form. When u little 
child aska his father for the moon, 
thinking It a bright plaything, the 
fa'her answers the child's prayer by 
■U.»- him the plaything which he 
really wanta. and not the moon, which 
he dues not want, for the gift would 
crash blm to death. Giving him tbe 
moon would not be answering his 
prayer. 

God wants ail men to be saved.— 
s»\. d first of all from their sins, for 
all other salvation depends upon thla 
He longs for sinners to repent. He 
desires' with all hla nature that all 
men would ao live that It may he pos- 
sible to save them. Hut they nv.ist be 
sived from Min and not In sin. There- 
fore he sent Ills only begotten Son. 

The one deadly enemy to the coun- 
try is unrighteousness. The ancient 
civilisations have perished by this 
poison. Greece and Home did not fall 
till they were permeated with unright- 
eousness. And If ever there conies to 
puss Macaulay's vision of "gome trav- 
eler from New Zealand" who "shall, 
in the widst of vast solitude, stand on 
arch of Ixindoti bridge to 
ruins of St. Paul's." or on 
iirooklyn bridge to sketch the ruins of 
New York, it will be because of un- 
righicouancfl* alone.

The will..' I hare within them the 
elements of their own punishment. —

In his last hours lie devotod him- 
self to begging for a reprieve of jusl 
two daya, but his plea was In vain. 

During the evening he was visited 
by his mother, two sisters and a 
brother from Flint. Mich. 

He presented a calm dem<»auor to 
them and bade them good-bye as 
though he were going un a brief visit 
inatead of on a tourney to eternity. 

When asked If he bad anything to 
aa/. he thanked the warden and prison 
oftrlalft for their courteous treat nu-nL 
Tbe black cap waa adjusted, the cur 
rent turned on, then death. 

During the week Caster made aa 
earnest appeal to Dr. Oliver 6. Haugh, 
the Dayton man under suspended aen- 
lence to death In iTJe annex. 

Haugh haa money und Caster want- 
ed him to tdiare It with him, thst he 
might take his esse up to the United 
Slates supreme court. 

"No," Sftid Haugb. curtly. "You 
ought to be glad to go to the chair. 
Why ahould I give you money? I 
am not giving it to my own lawyers 
and I won't give it to yours. Oo to 
the cbalr, I aay. I want to and If 1 
do not and am left In this penitentiary 
for life, I will croak myself, and that 
goes. Yop're a lucky dog to get to the 
chair now." 

Caster was extremely bitter against 
those who run the gaag In Canton 
He talked repeatedly of their alleged 
deaortlon of hltn after having so long 
profited by his crimes. There is no 
chance of burglars working, he aald, 
unless there be an organisation among 
Uiem.

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Problems of the District School 

By Pmf. I>lu«more. 
Part I. — Practical Directions 

Getting ready to Teach. It is a seriorts thing to choose the profession 
of teaching. The young man or women who does no should conni.1 >t \ ei >• 
carefully hia or her fitneas. The most rigid examination that MM should l>e 
called upon to pase ia aelf examination. The question one should ask him- 
self might be something like the following: 

L Is my character such as to justify me in choosing the profession of 
teaching? Are my habits of life fit to be an example for those who won I<1 
be my pupils? Do I intend to keep myself free from all vices that cou 
taminatef Do I lore righteousness and prefer to associate with righteous 
people? 

2. What is my motive in desiring to teach? Is it money, or personal 
preferment, or any other selfish end? Have I a strong desire to do good 
and a teaaonable belief that I shall be able to excel in the profession r Am 
I willing to sacrifice something in the way of money for a work which is 
infinitely mora important? 

3. Am I apt to teach? Have I the qualities of an instructor? Does 
it come natural to me to demonstrate, to explain differences, to disseminate 
knowledge ? Do I delight in directing the minds mid energiea of children I 
Am I a born teacher? Will 1 be happier in the school room giving in 

in in any other work I could choose? Remembering the saying 
one ahould be able to find hia happiness in his work will 1 be 
able to do this in teaching? 

4. Do I love children, not theoretically but actually and practically ! 
Not nice onea only but children of all sorts? Do I love them with a desire 
to make them better, with a love that sees something interesting in e\.-r\ 
child, good even in the worst and the need of culture and development 
in the beat? Do I aee in the child the materials for ray life work? Is the 
presence of children distasteful in any way? Would 1 feel relieved \\\u u 
school closes and dread the time for its reopening as some teachers eortuiu 
ly do? 

5. Do I understand that teaching ia not a "soft snap" but means toil 
and self sacrifice? Am I willing to devote my life to helping my pupils, 
to live for them? Am I willing to unite with other teachers in doing every 
thing possible to raise the standards of the profession and to MAS 
schools better ? 

If any young aspirant can answer to his own satisfaction such self mi 
posed questiona as the above he may be justified in choosing the profession 
of teaching; otherwise he had better take up some other line. 

Having decided to teach the next step is the all importantone of pre- 
paration. The fatal mistake made by most people is t-ntei in^ tin- profes 
aion before they have sufficient training. If one is to Ik> a lawyer or p!.\ - 
cian he must have a fair general education and then several years ofaneofatl 
preparation. Yet the training of young minds and the boBdiag of oMrae 
ter ia much more difficult and of far greater importance than the pr-scrib 
ing for our physical ailments or the adjusting of our business matters; and 
besides it is economy on the teacher's part to thoroly prepare himself for 
his life work. The steps in preparation may be as follows: 

1. A general education such as can be obtained at any reputable high 
school, academy or college. Anyone who is to teach grammar grade pupils 
should have at the least a complete course in a high school or academy. If 
he expects to teach in a high school or academy he should have a college 
diploma; if in a college nothing short of a post graduate degree should he 
lidered. 
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2. After this general education there ahould be special training such 
as is given in the best normal school. This special work should consist 
of professional studies such as School Management, Methods of Teachiug, 
History of Education, and Practice Teaching. 

3. A teacher should have a large fund of general knowledge apart 
from that gained in text books. This ia gained by reading, travel and 
keeping onea eyes open everywhere. He should know something of the 
best literature, books, papers and magazines; the great movements of the 
world and who are leaders in them. There is nothing of human interest 
that doee not concern the teacher and he should be ever on the alert to gath 
er knowledge of men and things. As a rule teachers are wofully lacking in 
this respect. If a teacher falls into conversation with a traveling man he 
is put to shame because of his lack of general knowledge. The traveling 
man, perforce, reads the news papers and magazines and is continually dis 
cussing current events; but the country teacher often has uot been out of 
his' own county, lives far from railroads, seldom sees a daily paper or mag 
azine and frequently baa no reading other than some little local paper. 
If the reading habit is not formed it should be before teaching is under- 
taken. 

4. In addition to the above the candidate should in every way possible 
acquaint himself with the processes of teaching. He should carefully oh 
Berve those who teach him, ahould vieit schools when possible, should at 
tend teachers' conventions and read journals of education, and spend time 
in reflecting on these things. In this way he will not only be competent 
but be full of enthusiasm and eager for his chosen work. Many will be 
called to teach before they have all this preparation, but they should never 
be satisfied until they obtain it. 

1 "ii i . i I Nest Wi»k. 
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Fruits, What to Grow and Why. 

B. B. Ilept. of Agriculture, Pnrmrr'a MMk No. OS. 

Applas.-Of all the fruits of the Temperate Zone none surpass the 
apple in importance. There are early and late varieties; so that with pro 
per management fruit in ita natural state can be had every day in the year. 
Not only can applea be kept in the natural state, but they can be evaporat 
ed, dried, canned, preserved, and put up in various ways, to say nothing 
of the proc e sses of expressing the juice and making it up into butter, etc. 

A selection should be made that will bring apples early, and then a 
succession during the entire season, with a goodly number of treea of the 
long-keeping varieties to last over winter. It is not necessary to have cold 
atorage for thia, for caves are found to be an excellent and cheap means of 
keeping apples. If the caves are deep and with subeartb ventilation the 
best results will be obtained and at small coat. If made of brick or 
stone or other substantial material they will last as long as required, but 
even if built of hard wood they will last many years. The great difficulty 
ia to keep rats cut of wood caves. Some good caves are made out of con 
crete blocks or slabs, formed so as to make a cave shaped like a cone, 
with a door on one aide with steps, and double doors to keep out the cold. 

In the selection of varieties of applea for planting the safest rule that 
can be given ia to plant those varietiea that are known to aucceed in the 
locality where you desire to plant, and especially on similar soils and ex- 
posures. 

It is all right to experiment, and under the conditions likely to piove 
beneficial experimenting ahould be encouraged, but ordinary experiments 
are neither profitable nor educational, for the reason that they are not sys- 
tematic and are not reported with such care and correctness as to be valua- 
ble. The experiment stations are better equipped for this work than the 
ordinary individuals, and have better means of disseminating the results of 
the experiment. 

Peaches. — Peaches are grown successfully as far north as the forty- 
firat parallel of latitude, and yet there are but few places so far north 
where they thrive and are anywaya certain to produce a crop. Peach trees 
live and some of the hardier varieties bear as far north as north central 
Iowa, but some years, even in latitudes much farther south, and frequently 
over limited axeaa the frost kills the buds and the trees fail toliear. There 
fore, unless much harder varieties are produced and more favorable con- 
ditioos exist, there will be a demand for fruit, and those who live farther 
south will find a market for their peaches. 



Corn Chowder. Some night when it ia cold and stormy just give the 

men folks who have been out in the cold all day a good hot corn chowder 

for supper. 

Cut a 1$ inch cube of fat salt pork in small pieces and dry out the 
fat; add a sliced onion and cook fire minutes stirring often to prevent 
burning. Strain the fat into a stawpan. and add 1 quart of thinly sliced 
potatoes and 1 pt. of boiling water. Cook until potatoes are soft then 
add 1 can of corn ami I pta. of sealded milk, and heat to the boiling point. 
Season to taste with salt and pepper, add 3 tablespoouful- of butter and 
■ split crackers. Serv e hot. 

Salmon Soup. Scald 1 quart of milk with a slice of onion for 10 
minutes. Remove the onion, and thicken milk with I tableepooufuls of 
butter aud 4 tablespdonfula of flour cooked together. Season with salt and 
pepjier, theu add J can of finely chopped salmon. Let boil up well 
aud serve hot with toasted crackers or bread. 

Vegetable Soup, J cup carrot, | cup turnip, \ cup cabbage, 1 \ cup 
, ' ,i „ - u n. 1 ,,uart water, o tabloeiioonfuls butter, salt, |H'ppgg, and a 
little red is'pper. Wash, pare, and fiuely mince all vegetables before tnea 
suring Mix all vegetables except potatoes and cook 10 minutes in 4 table 
spoonsful Is butter, stirriug constantly. Add potatoes, cover, aud cook 2 
iniuutes. Add water aud simmer slowly for 1 hour. Add 
season with salt and pepper, beat well, and serve hot.
